rection of the defunct Wisconsin G. 0. P. 
is a step in the right direction. The large 
and representative attendance at the meet- 
ing reflects an interest in the move "which 
is likely to keep it going. It is said there 
Tras much enthusiasm, and we trust it was 
supported by a plentiful supply of quiet 
determination. 
"We think these men who 


are endeavoring to recover Wisconsin 
from radical administration have selected 
an opportune time. 


Leaving Mr. La Follettc out of all con- 


sideration, for he really has no place in 
the picture, the performance of the legis- 
lature during this and the preceding ses- 
sion is enough ground on which to appeal 
to the loyalty and common sense of the 
citizens of Wisconsin for a change. The 
legislature is not in any sense a La Fol- 
lette legislature, nor is the administra- 
tion, with a hodge-podge legislature that 
might be called anything. 


Some of Mr. La Follette :s most con- 


structive work~in Wisconsin has been at- 
tacked and all but destroyed by the rad- 
ical forces at Madison.

There are two reasons for this increased

Due to a depression in the 
price of farm products, the agriculturist 
to make a living has found it necessary 
to operate his farm on a close basis and 
grow only those crops that promise a cash 
profit, or rather a profit that can be con- 
verted into cash at the end of the grow- 
ing season. Realizing this need, ttie speak- 
ers at the various institutes are urging 
Wisconsin farmers to grow only those 
crops that have a stable demand, and tel- 
ling them how to cut their overhead and 
production costs by feeding their herds 
scientifically, and not on a hit or miss 
basis. 


The second reason is social. In winter 


time when social intercourse is hampered 
by blocked roads and cold weather, the 
farmer finds that these institutes relieve 
the tedium of a farm existence and at the 
same time teach him something beneficial. 
Even if he received no direct benefit, the 
mere fact that the farmer comes in con- 
tact with other agriculturists and ex- 
changes ideas, would be sufficient reason 
for continuing the institutes. 
Nearly all 


progress is made by observing the meth- 
ods of others and adapting certain good 
points to one's own needs. 


Two years ago certain assemblymen 


and senators at Madison decided that 
Farmers" Institutes had outlived their use- 
fulness. 
They were passe and in the in- 


terest of progressiveness and "economy" 
should be abolished. A bill was introduced 
for that purpose. No one was concerned 
about the institute, attendance was small 
and getting smaller each year, they as- 
serted. Just to determine the sentiment 
of the farmers and to prove whether or 
not the legislators knew whereof they 
spoke a canvass was made of nine north- 
eastern counties on the question of abolish- 
ing the institutes. 
Of the 480 farmers 


questioned, 435 favored the continuance 
of the institutes, and declared they were 
of great benefit, while 45 said they did 
not believe in them and were indifferent as 
to their fate. 


Taking this survey as a basis for its ac- 


tion several Wisconsin newspapers started 
a 
campaign 
to -save the institutes. 


After a vigorous battle on the senate floor 
the bill to abolish these winter meetings 
was killed by a small margin. Since then 
there haa been no more talk of doing away 
with these gatherings, for the legislature 
has found that it erred and erred greatly 
when it attempted to interfere with "some- 
thing that promise dto aid the farmer in 
his struggle to make a fair living off the 
soil. 


As long as the present attendance rec- 


ords are maintained we believe that there 
will be no further moves to eliminate the 
institutes. They have an important place 
in Wisconsin's farm life and we shall not 
think of abolishing them. 
Rather, we 


should seek to improve them.

,iencies. Me asserts that the correction of these 
asily corrected postural defects or habits In child- 
ood will prevent most of the deformities which 
iring adult patients to the orthopedic surgeon for 
•elief. Such correction, if It is to be successful, 
must be applied In the grammar school age, and 
hat is the age when children's physical welfare is 
most thoroughly neglected in our schools. 


As a working plan for the practical application 
the necessary corrective measures. Dr. Myers, 


discussing the question In the health bulletin of 
he North Carolina State Board of Health, suggests 
hat the properly educated physical director should 
ine up all the pupils at the beginning of each term 
and give them a careful inspection, passing down 
he line with a clerk or secretary to make note of 
all abnormalities or deficiencies observed by the 
)hysical director, such as uneven shoulders, round 
ihoulders, uneven hips, flat chest, apparent curva- 
ures, and the like, and when the inspection is fin- 
shed the data, obtained should be used to classify 
he pupils, so that the various deficiencies may be 
>roperly considered in assigning the exercise the 
>upil is to take in the physical training course. 
The worst group should of course be referred to 
ihysicians, or their parents notified that the pupils 
•equire medical attention. Of course the physician 
ihould make his examination of such patients wlth- 
iut their clothing on. 
\ 


Now, this is a. good sensible plan, and I commend 


t to all teachers in the department of physical edu- 
cation. It might contribute materially toward the 
betterment of the status of physical education in 
our public schools. Even though the educational 
authorities withhold due credit or counts for the 
pupil's work in physical education and' so betray 
heir attitude toward this compulsory body train- 
ng. the physical directors themselves can neverthe- 
ess improve the status of the department by as- 
erting his or her own personality and insisting on 
ome king of serious work in the gym class. As long 
as the physically uneducated educational authori- 
ies have so little regard for this part of the child's 
iducation, we must look to the teachers themselves 
o elevate the work by their own endeavors. Phy- 
Ical directors as at present employed In public 
chools are certainly as well fitted for their branch 
if teaching, as well educated in their specialty, as 
are the general run of public school teachers today. 
The teachers of stuff and piffle, and the physically 
uneducated educational authorities behind them, 
lave got to be taught to respect the training of the 
body even though they know nothing about it. 


Besides this rigid Inspection, at the beginning of 


;he term, the physical director ought to set up cer- 
tain minimum requirements, and make an adverse 
report at the close of the term for ©very pupil 
who fails to meet the requirements, such as swim- 
ming 10 yards, jumping a certain height or other 
performances appropriate to the pupil's age and sex.

When -we turn from what was re- 


jected to inquire what was accepted, 
the policy that stands out with the 
greatest clearness is that of economy 
in public expenditure with reduction 
and reform of taxation 
The principle 


involved in this effort is that of con- 
se'rvation 
The resources of this coun- 


try are almost beyond computation 
No mind can comprehend them. But 
the cost of our combined governments 
is likewise almost beyond definition 
Not only those who are now making- 
their tax returns, but those who meet 
the enhanced cost of existence in their 
monthly bills know by hard experi 
ence what this great burden is and 
what it does 
No matter what others 


may want, these people want a drastic 
economy. They are opposed to waste. 
They know that extravagance length- 
ens the hours and diminishes the re- 
wards of their labor 
I favor the pol- 


icy of economy, not because I wish to 
save money, but because I wish to 
save peoplo 
The men and women of 


this country who toil are the ones 
who bear the cost of the Government. 
Every dollar that we carelessly waste 
means that their life will be so much 
the more meager 
Every dollar that 


we prudently save means that their 
life will be so much the more abund 
ant 
Economy is idealism in its most 


practical form 


If extravagance were not reflected 


in taxation, and through taxation both 
d'reotly and indirectly injuriously af- 
fecting the peoplo, it would not be of 
so much consequence. The wisest and 
soundest method of solving our tax 
problem is through economy Fortun- 
ately, of all the great nations this 
country is best in a position to adopt 
that simple lemedy 
We do not any 


longer need war-time revenues. 
The 


collection of any taxes which are not 
absolutely required, which do not be 
yond reasonable doubt contribute to 
the public welfare, is only a species of 
legahred larceny 
Under this Repub- 


lic the rewards of industry belong to 
those whc earn them 
The only con- 


stitutional tax Is the tax which min- 
isters to public necessity. The prupei - 
ty of the country belongs to tho peo- 
ple of tho country 
Their title is abso- 


lute They do not support any privi 
leged ola.iH, they do not need to main 
tain groat military forces, they ought 
not to be burdened with a great array 
of public employees. They are not re- 
quirerl to in.-tko any 
< ontrjbution to 


Government expendituies except that 
which they voluntarily assess upon 
themselves through the action of their 
own representatives. Whenever taxes 
bcome burdensome a remedy can be 
ap7>hed b> the^ people: but,if they do 
not d.ct for the-mselves, no one can be 
very successful in acting for them. 


The t'ime is arriving when we can 


have further tax reduction* when, un- 
less we wish to hamper the people in 
their right to earn a living, we must 
have tax reform. 
Tho method of 


ra.slng revenue, ought not to impede 
the transaction of business, it ought 
to encourage it. I am opposed to ex 
trcmely high rales, because they pro- 
duce little or no revenue, because they 
arc bad for the country, and, finally 
because they are wron^r. Wo can not 
finance tho country, wo can not im 
provo social conditions, through any 
system of injustice, even If wo fit 
tempt to Inflict It upon the rich. Those 
who suffer the most harm will be the 
poor.

Mrs. Calvin Coolidge 


And Her Husband Are 


Sharp Study In Contrast 


"Typically American" is the brief- 


est and most commonly 
voiced esti- 


mate of Mrs. Calvin Coolidge, and yet 
in many respects she and her husband 
present a. study in contrasts. 


Where Calvin Coolidge is a. man of 


few words, Grace Goodhue Coolidge is 
a delightful conversationalist; where 
ne has a dry sort of humor she bubbles 
ox-er -with fun and good nature; where 
he is almost embarrassed at social 
functions, she is at ease 


The early life of Grace Anna Good- 


hue, who became Mrs Calvin Coolidge 
October 4, 1905, was -that of the aver- 
age American girl. Her father inci- 
dentally a Democrat, was a business 
man of moderate means in Burlington, 
Vermont. She Trent to school in Bur- 
lington, and then to the University of 
Vermont, where she was graduated In 
1902. 


Desiring to enter some sort of direct 


service to human need, she became a 
teacher at the Clark School for the 
Deaf at Northampton, Mass. It was 
at Northampton that she and Mr. Coo- 
lidge met. Throughout all his politi- 
cal contests, she has been one of her 
husband's inspirations although 
she 


never attempts to take an active part. 
She is in favor of woman 
suffrage, 


but believes the most important field 
of activity for a woman is the home. 


She writes regularly to John, the 


son, who is In college at Amherst, and 


the death of Calvin, the younger son, 
was a sorrow from which she never 
has completely lecovered. 


As mistress of the White House Mrs. 


Coolidge takes an active part In the 
management of the domestic affairs 
of the mansion, and does it with the 
same efficiency with which she direct- 
ed the home life in the 
Northampton 


house, which the Coohdges for many 
years rented for $32 50 a month 


Mrs Coolidge also spends much time 


in reading, walking and knitting She 
reads the newspapers daily. Dickens 
is one of her favorite authors. 


Daily she spends an hour,or more 


walking. Like the President she- has 
a fondness for 
"-window shopping," 


and her ideas as to economy run par- 
allel to those of her 
husband. 
She 


buys only American-made garments. 
She wears good but 
not 
expensive 


clothes, and does some of her own 
sewing. 
She spends many evenings 


in the White House knitting socks for 
John or the president. • 


Mrs. Coolidge is of a type that would 


attract attention in almost any group 
of women. 
She is of medium height

governments to 


waste and squander their resources is 
to deny these rights and disregard 
these obligations. The result of econ 
omic dissipation to a nation la always 
moral decay. 


These policies ofjbetter Internation- 


al understandings, greater economy, 
and lower taxes 
have 
contributed 


largely to peaceful and prosperous In- 
dustrial relations 
Under the helpful 


influences of restrictive immigration 
and* a protective tariff, employment is 
plentiful, the rate of pay is high, and 
wage earners are in a state of cpn- 
tontmont seldom before seen. 
Our 


transportation systems have 
been 


gradually recovering and have been 
able to meet all the requirements of 
the service. Agriculture has been very 
slow in reviving, but tho price of ce 
reals at last Indicates that the day ot 
its deliverance is at hand. 


We are not without our problems, 


but our most important problem ia 
not to secure new advantages but to 
maintain those which we already pos- 
sess. Our system of government made 
up of three separate and Independent 


departments, our divided sovereignty 
composed of Nation 
and 
State, ^all 


these need constant effort and tireless 
vigilance for their protection and sup- 
port. 


In a'republic the first rule for the 


guidance of the citizen is obedience to 
law. Under a despotism the law may 
be imposed upon the subject 
He has 


no voice in its making, no influence in 
Its administration, it does not repre- 
sent him. Under a free government 
the citizen makes 
his 
own 
laws, 


chooses his own administrators, which 
do represent him. 
Those who w.int 


their rights respected under the Con- 
stitution and the law ought to set the 
example themselves of observing the 
Constitution and the law. While there 
may be those of high intelligence who 
violate the law at times, the barbarian 
and tho defective always violate it. 
Those who disregard the rules of so- 
ciety are not exhibiting a superior in- 
telligence, are not promoting freedom 
ami independence, are not following 
thus path of civilization, but are dis- 
playing the traits of ignorance, of ser- 
vitude, ot savagery, and treading the 
way that leads back to the Jungle. 


The essence of a republic is repre- 


sentative government 
Our Congress 


represents the people and the States. 
In all legislative affairs it is the na- 
tural collaborator with the President. 
In spite of all the criticism which oft- 
en falls to its' lot, I do not hesitate 
to say that there Is no more inde- 
pendent and effective legislative body 
In the world. It is, and should be, 
jealous of its prerogative. I welcome 
Its cooperation, and expect to shore 
with it not only the responsibility, but 
the credit, for our common effort to 
secure beneficial legislation. 


These are some of 
tho principles 


which America represents. Wo have 
not by any means put them fully Into 
practice, but we have stiongly slgnl 
fled our belief in them. The encourag- 
ing feature of our country is not that 
it has reached Its- destination, but that 
It has overwhelmingly expressed its 
determination to proceed in tho right 


direction. 
It is true that we could 


with profit, be less sectional and moie 
national in our thought 
It would be 


well if we could replace much that is 
only a false and ignorant prejudice 
with a true and enlightened pride of 
race. But the last election showed that 
appeals to class and nationality had 
little effect. We were all found loyal 
to a common citizenship. The funda 
mental precept of liberty is toleration. 
We can not permit any inquisition 
either within or without the law or 
apply any religious test to the holding 
of office. The mind of America mubt 
be forever free. 


It is in such contemplations, my leV 


low 
countrimen, which ate not ex- 


haustive but only repi esentativ e, that 
I find ample warrant for satisfaction 
and encouragement. 
We should not

Calvin Coolidge became the thirti- 


eth President of the United States on 
August 3, 1923, throug-h the death of 
President Harding and today became 
the second man in the history of the 
lepublic to be mauguiated chief ex- 
ecutive in his own right after having 
been elevated directly fiom the vice- 
presidency to the nation's highest of- 
fice 
The other so honoied was The- 


odore Roosevelt. 


The chief executive of the nation 


for the next four years was born on 
Independence Day, 1872, on a farm 
that lies hedged in by the Green Moun- 
tains on the outskirts of the little vil- 
lage of Plymouth, Vermont

All of the solemn dignity wHich the 


American citizen demands shall ac- 
company the installation of a chief 
executive attended today's ceremony, 
and the climax, when the blackrobed 
chief justice of the Urlted States, in 
imj.resslve fashion, svore tho Presi- 
dent to uphold the Constitution, was 
was removed from the tragic mid- 
night atmosphere of the Plymouth In- 
auguration, nearly two years ago. 


To look upon this scene John Coc- 


lidse, father of the President, came 
to Washington although the ceremon- 
ies were- much more restrained and 
simple than in some former years, 
they weie tilled with pomp and splen- 
dor in comparison with the night 
when the duty fell to Colonel Coolidgp 
of swearme: in his own son aa chief 
executive of the nation. 


On that occasion, acting- in his ca 


pacity as village notary public of Plv 
mouth, John Cooiidge called his son 
Calvin into 
the small 
farm 
room, 


where an oil lamp was 
flickering, 


stood across a table and pledged him 
to fidelity to his country and its in- 
stitutions. 


"I do solemnly swear," Calvin Coo-
